flames to rescue a 71-year-old 
invalid woman from a burn- 
ing, smoke-filled Wnlcrvlict 
home Thursday. 


Credited with rescuing Mrs. 


Wilma Stcffcy were Deputies 
Robert Grccr 
and

Holmes. The two men broke 
out a window to reach the 
helpless woman 
after

enter Ihe home were fruitless. 


Police said Mrs. Stcffey is 


slaying with the family of her 
daughter and son-in-lnw, Or. 
nnd Mrs. Donald Grow of 2IW 
lilvcrside, Wnlcrvlicl. She Is 
snld to have a broken hip and 
cannot walk under her own 
power.

As 
(hey slopped (heir squad car, 
the deputies said Ihcy were 
confronted by Mrs. Grow who 
was screaming lhat there was 
a woman trapped inside the 
burning, smoke-filled home. 


Grecr and Holmes raced to 


a rear door in an effort to find 
the trapped woman, hut were 
forced back by intense smoke. 
The (wo deputies then rnn (o 
the southwest side of the home 
where Mrs. Steffcy's bedroom 
was located nnd broke out n 
double 
window 
to 
provide 


entry. 


Deputy G r o o r snid he 


crawled through the window 
nnd was nblo to reiich Mrs, 
Steffey. 


Grecr carried licr lo the 


window nnd lifted her through 
Iho opening lo Holmes, who 
wns waiting outside. Firemen 
from Iho Wnlorvliol nrcn were 
just arriving nt thin point nnd 


began to extinguish the blaze. 


Sheriff's 
police 
said 
Ihcy 


learned from firemen at Ihe 
scene that fire damage was 
confined mainly to Ihe living 
room area of (he home. Some 
smoke damage, however, was 
found 
Ihroughoul 
t h e resi- 


dence, police reported. 


Neither rescuer was injured, 


although police reported that 
Mrs. Steffcy's hair was slight- 
ly singed from heat generated 
by the fire.

Most people 
look at a stained glass win- 
dow, are impressed by the 
vivid, shimmering colors and 
then after a few seconds, go 
on their way. But one sees the 
window quite differently when 
its points are explained by 
Pymn. 


He spent hours selecting the 


various shades of glass for the 
straw in the manager and the 
various shades for Ihe robes of 
Mary and Joseph. He made 
the 
figures 
of 
Mary 
and 


Joseph darker lo subordinate 
them 
lo the lighter-colored 


Christ child and the bright 
star and its descending rays. 


He lells how the varied 


thickness and color hues of the 
glass give live to the window 
as 
light conditions 
change. 


Some of (he glass is imported 
antique of the highest quality 
that is almost not available 
any more. 


Stained glass is expensive 


bu( this stuff is priceless. 


For instance, the crystal 


clear glass used for the star 
was 
hand-made 
and 
hand- 


formed in Germany 
around 


(he turn of the century. Pymn 
obtained it years ago and has 
been 
saving 
it 
for 
some 


cherished special project. 


The nativity scene includes 


Pymn's 
special 
trademark, 


that of dark pieces of glass 
slrategically placed 
for 
an 


unusual effect. In this window, 
the dark pieces are a slate 
blue which contrast with the 
other blues and lighter colors. 


When Pymn talks about his 


life's 
work, his enthusiasm 


tells you he is in Ihe pursuit of 
perfection. 
His feelings 
for 


perfection are contagious as 
the photo shown wilh this 
article represents some two 
weeks of close attention. 


At first the idea was lo take 


the picture at 
nighl 
using 


artificial light from inside the 
house. This would then show 
Ihe scene as it appears to 
passersby. Although Ihe win- 
dow looks fine lo Ihe eye when 
viewed 
from the street 
at 


nighl, the light wasn't bright 
enough for Ihe color film in 
the camera so the picture had, 
(o be laken during Ihe day 
from Ihe inside using the sun 
for illumination. 


But then the rain, snow and 


cloudy weather look over and 
for days and days it was just 
too dark for the camera to

President Reunites 
Hoffa, Ailing Wife

ST. LOUIS (AP) — James IS. 


Hoffa, the former Teamsters 
union president, was reunited 
with his ailing wife and family 
today after being freed from 
federal prison by President 
Nixon. 


"I don't believe il, I just don]l 


believe it," Josephine 
Iloffa 


exclaimed Thursday night as 
she warmly embraced her 
husband at the home of Iheir 
daughter in suburban Glendale. 


"I'm going to be fine now, just 


fine," said Mrs. Hoffn, 
who 


suffered 
a heart attack 
10 


months ago ant! had n mild 
sei/.ure Wednesday. "I don't be- 
lieve we've ever had a nicer 
Chrlslmas." 


The reunion came hours after 


the one-lime bad hoy of big la- 
bor walked out of the federal 
penitentiary at Uswisburg, Pa., 
under the President's order 
commuting his sentence. !fc 
had served four years, nine 
months nnd IB duys of n 13-year 
sentence for jury tampering 
nnd in;ti! fraud,

organization" until March 0, 
1980—the date his full prison 
term would have ended. 


Technically, the President 


shortened Hoffa's 13-year sen- 
tence toe1,-; years. With time off 
for good behavior, Hoffa was 
'eligible for immediate release. 
He had been turned down three 
times for parole. 


In Detroit, where the Team- 


sters union has its headquar- 
ters, a number of labor leaders 
joined in praise of the Presi- 
dent's action. 


"I believe that justice has 


been served in this situation and 
the pardon is fully deserved," 
said United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock in 
a telegram to Nixon. 


"Jimmy 
Hoffa 
has served 


many years in prison," he 
wrote. "If it were not for his 
name and background, I believe 
lie would have been paroled 
some lime ago." 


The UAW nnd Teamsters 


have united to form the Alliance 
for I^abor Action. 


News of the release turned the 


Teamsters' annual Christmas 
party at a Detroit restaurant 
into a "coming-out" parly. The 
band played "When [he Sainls 
Go Marching In" while the 
crowd sang, "When Our Jim- 
my . . . " 


Hoffn flew to SI. Louis in a 


private jet wilh lawyer Morris 
Shenkor ami his 
son'-ln-law, 


Hobert Crancer, stopping brief- 
ly in Detroit to pick up his son, 
Jumcs, an attorney. 


Speaking with newsmen at 


the airport and later at the 
Crancer home, he said "there 
was nothing exceptional" in UK; 
commutation. "It was routine," 
he said. 


Asked if hp was bitter about 


his time in prison, Hoffa re- 
plied, "A grudge won't solve 
anything." Rut he commented

They 
are 
the 
formula 
for 


universal brotherhood. Yet, 
after al- 


most 2,000 years, their profound signi- 
ficance seems to have escaped even 
most Christians. They are more 
emo- 


tional slogan than guide to living. And 
so, people of the world tremble in the 
grip of the same fears as in the days of 
Pontius Pilate. 


"Glory to God" 
is the key. 
The 


"heavenly host" promised peace on 
earth if there was glory to God. 


For 
centuries — during 
Europe's 


Dark Ages — there was ignorance and 
illiteracy. And as often as not, men 
were ground under the tyrannical heel 
of perverted dogma. Then came the 
Renaissance with its rebirth of scho- 
larship and the beginnings of human- 
ism, a rededication to the worth and 
value, to the dignity, and to the great 
potential of each 
individual human 


being. 


It was a "God helps those who help 


themselves" discovery, necessary and 
sound for its era. 
But its latter-day 


extension often 
leaves out God, 
tho 


assumption being that man, by him- 
•self, is totally capable of ordering his 
affairs, 


This leads to oppression, because tire 


ideas of "good order" are as varied as 
there are men. And ultimately some 
one man, or group of men, is telling 
other men how to live their lives. 


To avoid tyranny, it is not enough 


simply to "believe in god." 
Dictators 


usually invoke Heaven with puritan- 
nical zeal: Spain's Savonarola, 
Eng- 


land's 
Cromwell, 
Germany's 
Hitler. 


The American "establishment" — the 
one 
that 
countenanced 
two 
cen- 


turies of slavery and another of segre- 
gation — prayed to several gods. 


One must walk humbly with his god; 


Personal 
humility 
is the portal 
to 


tolerance; tolerance is the Cathedral of 
Brotherhood. 


Christ's unique contribution to the 


world's 
spiritual 
heritage 
was 
his 


admonition to "love one another." Even 
on the Cross, He demonstrated his 
love. And He showed that for such love 
to develop, man — even the Son of 
God — must recognize human limita- 
tion and put faith in higher help. 


In agony, He prayed: "Father, for- 


give them; for they know not what 
they 
do." 


Dying, He cried: "Father into thy 


hands I commend my spirit!"

of speaking, did not spare the horses 
and neither did Dr. Little. 


He received three degrees, including 


a science doctorate, from Harvard, and 
then joined the country's infant Air 
Corps in World War I 


Following military service, he re- 


turned to his alma mater as university

It was inevitable that sooner or later 


there would be a race between bicycles 
and cars through the streets of a large 
city to see which could cover the most 
ground in the shortest lime.

traffic regulations to the letter while 
traveling the breadth of metropolitan 
congestion? 


Now, if the race had been between 


the bicyclists and New York taxis, no 
holds barred, the results, well,

results would have been mayhem. 
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secretary. 


In 
1923 
he 
became 
president 
of 


Maine 
University*. He 
was 
then 34 


which at the time this made him the 
youngest top administrator in the col- 
legiate ranks. 


Three 
tempestuous years

him and his campus associates found 
Dr. Little moving to the presidency at 
the University of Michigan. 


His tenure at Ann Arbor was every 


but as stormy as the. Main coastline 
during a northeaster. 


He was 
advocating economic 
and 


social equality between the sexes long 
before the phrase, women's lib, was 
thought of. Birth control went along 
with that one. 


He tried unsuccessfully to ban liquor 


in the fraternity houses, an idea as 
abhorrent to the Old Blues as it was to 
the student tenants. 


He preceded most anthropologists by 


two generations in urging the steriliza- 
tion of mental defectives. 


Even in the age when women were 


hiking up their skirts, bobbing their 
hair 
and 
smoking 
cigarettes, 
these 


were headline ideas that gave many 
people the shivers. 


More 
distressing 
than 
the 
public 


reaction to his utterances was a grow- 
ing belief among the regents and the 
older, more established faculty 
mem- 


bers that Dr. Little was something less 
than a desirable president. 


College presidents have two primary 


functions: k e e p i n g those connected 
with 
the 
school reasonably 
satisfied 


with their lot in the scheme of things; 
and finding the money to underwrite 
the operation. 


Dr. 
Little had the unorthodox 
ap- 


proach of telling the legislature, the 
University's major fund source, that 
he would run as good a ship as the 
legislature saw fit to provision it. 


. 
This is heresy in the highest degree 


throughout academia, and this behav- 
ior, more than anything else, prompt- 
ed the regents to suggest that 
his 


talents might lie in a different direction. 


He resigned and with the financial 


backing of Edscl Ford, Mrs. Roscoe 
Jackson, a Hudson Motor Car heiress, 
and Hichard Webber, president of De- 
troit's J. L. Hudson Department Store, 
he founded the Jackson Laboratory in 
Bar Harbor for cancer research. He 
retired as its director in 195(5. 


Jackson is a primary reliance in the 


scientific battle to cure or neutrali/e 
this scourging 'disease. 


I-'or a long time after taking leave of 


Ann Arbor, the U-M publicists were 
under orders lo describe his tenure as 
a bit of untouched canvas. Any reader 
who's been through a school district 
squabble can appreciate the rationale 
for that silence treatment. 


This 
introduction 
ha.s 
since 
been 


erased as a new generation at the helm 
now wrestles with the difficulties fore- 
casted by Dr. Little. 


He was a great man in his chosen 


field 
and 
considering 
how 
history 


judges people who were ahead of their 
times, not too bad either as a univer- 
sity president.

BUSINESS MIRROR 
Wait 'Till Next Year 
For Campaign 
Gifts

NEW YORK (AP) — While 


most people are preparing for 
Christmas and the new year, 
the nation's tax preparers are 
getting ready for March and 
April. March is when their 
business booms. April 15 is their 
new year. 


Since their minds are already 


into 1972, many of Ihem 
are 


thinking in terms of Ihe new tax 
law just signed by President 
Nixon, effective Jan. I. But, 
they note, it has applications 
now. 


If, for example, you are plan- 


ning lo contribute to the cam- 
paign of a political candidate or 
party, it might be wiser to delay 
doing so until next year, which 
now means a delay of only a few 
days. 


The reason is thai the 1972 law 


specifies that an individual can 
earn a lax credit of onehalf the 
amounl of any contribution to 
$25, and a married couple twice 
that. No such provision covers 
1971. 


Note: Thai's a tax credit, not 


a lax deduction. A tax credit is 
much better; it comes directly 
off the check you send to the 
Internal RevcnueService. A tax 
deduction conies . off the 
amount of income on which you 
calculate your lax. The final 
saving is only a fraction of (he 
deduction. 


For some reason, says San- 


ford Kahn, tax director for 
General Finance Corp., which 
hopes lo prepare Ihe returns of 
many thousands of customers 
next year, this provision of the 
new law didn't generate much 
publicity. 


Whereas the political contri- 


bution will mean more in a tax 
sense if made in 1972, there Is a 
convincing argument for paying 
in advance some other bills be- 
tween now and the end of the 
year. That is, if you're still able 
lo do so. 


The reason Is found in the new 


standard 
deduction 
allow- 


ances. In 1971 this allowance is 
$1,500 or 13 per cenl of ndjuslcd 
gross income, whichever is less. 
The 1972 allowance will be 15 
per ccnl up lo $2,000. 


Assuming Die same income 


for 1971 and 1972, he slntcs, the 
1972 tax nwcd would be lean. 
Therefore, he continues, "Item- 
ized deductions arc of greater 


value if you can include them on 
your 1971 tax form." 


Among deductibles that could 


reduce taxes if paid before 
midnight Dec. 31 are charitable 
donations medical bills, interest 
and properly taxes. "If some of 
theseare due in 1972, ultimately 
it might prove more profitable 
lo prepay." 


One of the neatest but con- 


ceivably the mosl hazardous 
lax reducer is marriage. If Ihe 
legalities are observed and Ihe 
ceremony completed by 11:59 
p.m. on New Year's Eve, the 
couple can file a joint return for 
the entire year. Reminder: You 
can wait an entire year and 
obtain Ihe same benefit. 


Making some major 
pur- 


chases now could help, Kahn 
says. Sales taxes on big ticket 
items, for example, can be de- 
dueled on 1971 income lax if the 
bills are paid before Jan. 1. 


As for medical expenses, 


Kahn suggests the possibility of 
delaying payment until next 
year. Such expenses can be de- 
ducted only to (he extent thai 
they exceed 3 per cent of in- 
come. 


"If your 197! medical bills 


don't appear likely lo go over 
thai figure, it would be smarler' 
to defer them until next year. If 
they surpass 3 per cent, then it 
would be besl lo itemize Ihem 
on the 1971 form. 


Another reminder that might 


not be appreciated by busy 
people : 


"Consider having any olhcr 


medical work you were plan- 
ning on visils to the dcnllst or 
new eyeglasses, for insUmce- 
completed during the remain- 
der of December. Then pay the 
bills at once and lump them 
with your other J971 deduc- 
tions." 


The object of such advance 


buying and prepaying is lo lift 
your deductions above the 13 
per cent or $1,GOO allowance and 
thus reduce your tax bill. Hul-if 
you fail to lop $1,500 you must 
change your thinking. 


Instead, take tho standard de- 


ductions and put off Ihoso med- 
ical,charitable, interest and tax 
bills unlll 1072. Itemize them 
hen and, with olhcr bills paid 
during the year, Iry lofoplhc 15 
per cenl or $2,000 nllowimcc, 


And if you fllill fnil? Admit 


defeat. Surrender. Tnk« (he 
standard deduction.

People Speak 
Network's Mail: 
Praise, Gripes 


OUR BOARDING HOUSE 
with Major Hoople

NEW YORK' (AP) — Did you 


ever have the impulse lo rip off 
a letter lo a television network 
and tell it exactly what you 
thought—good or bad—about a 
program? 


If you followed through, 


chances are that you are a 
woman of average education 
and income (more than half the 
letter writers are women), live 
in a large city in the Northeast 
and either wanted to complain, 
make a general comment or re- 
ceive some information. 


The National Broadcasting 


Company recently constructed 
a portrait of ils typical corre- 
spondent based on a random 
sampling of viewer mail 
re- 


ceived over three months. After 
discarding anonymous, crack- 
pot, obscene and organized- 
campaign letters, every 10th 
communication was analyzed. 


Bettye Hoffman, manager of 


the network's Corporate Infor- 
mation Department, said thai 
over a year NBC and its execu- 
tives receive more than BO,000 
letters. That is exclusive of 
hundreds of thousands of pieces 
of mail sent directly to specific 
shows and their 
performers. 


The totals presumably are 
matched by the network's two 
competitors. 


"About 20 per cent is favor- 


able mail and about 26 per cent 
is complaints," Mrs. Hoffman 
snid. "Fifty-four per cent con- 
sists of inquiries and general 
comment." 


When program cancellations 


were reported in November, 
protest mail jumped 63 per cent 
above Ihe October lolal. The 
strongest concerned the drop- 
ping of "The Funny Side" and 
"Sarge." 


"But Ihnlwiis light compared 


with the volume last spring 
about the cancellations of 'The 
Sena tor'and 'High Chapparal", 
she said. 


'We get a lot of organlzcd- 


cnrnpnign mail. That Is easily 
recognised because It is n form 
and sometimes it is a mim- 
eographed shed. All of a sud- 
den, for Instance, we will start 
hearing from the Women's 
Christian Tompcrenco Union, 
each letter asking If wo arc. 
planning lo start taking liquor 
advertising or complnlnlng 
about n blnse ntlllndc about 
drunkenness, Recently wo hnvn 
been getting n lot of that kind of 
mail from college students—

about ecological problems and 
pollution." 


Letters are always answered 


when they carry a name and 
address. In'addition Mrs. Hoff- 
man and her staff of (our han- 
dles telephone calls to the net- 
work—about 40,000 a year and 
mostly from 
the New York 


metropolitan area. They are 
carefully checked 
since they 


are available before the letters 
and are regarded by the net- 
work as clues about audience 
reaction elsewhere. 


"If we think a program is 


likely to be controversial, we 
put cxtrai people on the switch- 
board," she said. "When imme- 
diate telephone response is IS, 
25 or even 50 calls, it's normal. 
But when it goes to 100 or 200, 
we know we're in for a busy 
time."

"The most emotional outburst 


was in Ihe fall of infifl when the
